Enquiries show that the restaurant in qu tion has 


__been in existence for about two years and is licenced “by. the 


French #unicipel Council, It is kept by_a Russian speaking Chi- 


nese cook believed to have come in Shanghai either from Harbin 


of Vladivostok. Ihe restaurant is of a very lew class and , Like 


a number of other similar small restaurants in the #rench Con- 


_ cession, caters for Russians of very small means ( the price of 


_dinner being $ 0.40 small money). It s1lso patronized by a few 


Chinese of the student type. 


Like any other * publig place this restaurant may be 


_ occasionally visited by various undesirables, but én the whole it 


does not seem to be a suitable place for regular meetings of 
' agents provocateurs":- the two tiny rooms on the ground floor 


occupied by the restaurant, one of which is open to public view, 


bulk of the patrons of the picnatacnt being " White” Russians, it 


is almost certain that suspicious | behaviour sp activity will 


be noticed and reported.
